1. Thatin violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Sections 3-01/050.10, 
Performance to Standards; and/or 3-01/030.10, Obedience to Laws Regulations and 
Orders (as it pertains to 3-10/100.00, Use of Force Reporting Procedures), on or 
about June 6, 2014, Subject Betkey failed to conform to work standards established 
for his position and to perform his duties in a manner which would tend to establish 
and maintain the highest standard of efficiency in carrying out the functions and 

biectives of the Depart itnessed reportable force used by Deputy 
SR шшш: failed to report the use of force to his 


immediate Supervisor. 


2. That in violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Sections 3-01/040.70, False 
Statements; and/or 3-01/040.75, Failure to Make Statements and/or Making False 
Statements During Departmental Internal Investigations, on or about August 10, 2015, 
Subject Betkey failed to make full, complete and truthful statements to Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigators when he was unable to positively identify himself when shown 
video recordings regarding a use of force incident that occurred on June 6, 2014 at the 
Inmate Reception Center. 


3. That in violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Sections 3-01/040.69, Honesty 
Policy; and/or 3-01/040.70, Dishonesty/False Statements; and/or 3-01/040.75, 
Dishonesty/Failure To Make Statements and/or Making False Statements During 
Departmental Internal Investigations, on or about January 13, 2016, Subject Betkey 
concealed or failed to disclose material facts, observations or recollections 
and/or failed to make full, complete and truthful statements when he was unable to 
positively identify himself and/or recall any of his actions or observations when shown 
video recordings regarding a use of force incident that occurred on June 6, 2014 at the 
Inmate Reception Center. 


Summary 


On June 6, 2014, Inmat vas escorted into the Inmate Er Center (IRC) 


ing front area by Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) Officers| nd 
o complete the booking and entry process. During this escort, Inmate 
tempted to spit in the officers’ direction. Two deputies, in the vicinity, stood by 
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to ensure the situation did not escalate and ensured ample personnel were available in case 
they were needed. 


who was assigned to the IRC booking front area, ol that 
as not fully cooperating with the officers. Specifically, c MM not 
d was moving his body from side to side in a display of non-cooperation. 
ickly approached the officers and inmate 820 grabbed Inmate 
by his shoulders. inmate fected as though he ш spit and also kicked Deputy] 


in the left shin due to their close proximity. Subjeci reacted by using personal 


weapons, hitting Inmate who was handcuffed at the time, in the face several times 
and executing a one person take down maneuver to nd. During this action, both 
LAPD officers released their control holds on Inmate diately thereafter, several 
other deputies assisted Subjec in controlling Inmate nd a supervisor was 
summoned to respond via the radio. eants arrived on scene and directed 
Department members to place Inmate| n a safety chair. There was no further incident 
of force. 


Deputy рото his application of force and documented his actions in accordance to 
Department policy, as did other involved and witness Department members. The 
administrative investigation revealed that Subject Betkey was on-duty and in close proximity 
during this incident. The administrative investigation further revealed that Subject Betkey did 
not report that he witnessed Deput se of force. This incident, in its entirety, was 
captured on CCTV video surveillance footage. 


On August 10, 2015, Subject Betkey was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) 
investigators. During his interview, Subject Betkey stated that he understood the force 
reporting policy. Specifically, Subject Betkey asserted that he understood the mandate to 
report force witnessed to a supervisor and author a report documenting any observations. 
A review of CCTV video shows the use of force by Deputy lll Subject Betkey is seen in 
the vicinity taking several quick visual glances of the incident while it was occurring. He is 
further seen on video reenacting the force while speaking to another deputy. Supervisors, 
who responded to the scene, stated that Subject Betkey failed to notify them that he 
witnessed the force incident. 


Subject Betkey admitted his name was on the in-service as an employee who was working at 
the time of the incident. The in-service documented that Subject Betkey was assigned to the 
IRC booking front area, which was in close proximity to where the force occurred. However, 
when questioned about the force incident, Subject Betkey repeatedly stated he did not recall 
any facts or details related to this incident. Even after being shown video footage of the 
incident, which clearly depicts him present in the immediate area and looking in the direction 
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of the force incident, and reenacting the force, Subject Betkey refused to identify himself, 
admit he was present during the incident, or recall any facts regarding the incident. 


On January 13, 2016, IAB investigators conducted a follow-up interview with Subject Betkey. 
This was the second opportunity afforded to Subject Betkey to review video footage. This 
interview allowed him to review three different recordings which incorporated enhanced 
CCTV footage of the incident. During that time, Subject Betkey confirmed he had no trouble 
seeing the video he was asked to view. During this second interview, Subject Betkey readily 
identified Deputy Randall Anchondo while reviewing video footage. However, Subject Betkey 
again was unable to positively identify himself on any of the video recordings or recall any of 
his actions or observations regarding this incident. Specifically, when asked about a 
percentage estimation regarding his certainty as to whether he was depicted on the video, 
Subject Betkey responded "I would say if you're asking for like a percentage maybe 50/50." 


The administrative investigation revealed that several deputies and two sergeants, who were 


present during the incident, identified Subject Betkey without any ambiguity when they 
independently viewed the CCTV video footage of the incident.

ASSESSMENT OF MITIGATING AND AGGRAVATING FACTORS 


Severity of Infractions: 


Subject Betkey, as a deputy sheriff employed by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department, had a responsibility to report force he witnessed to a supervisor immediately 
following the incident. Department personnel are expected to know the policy and 
procedures of the Department and execute them appropriately. In this case, Subject Betkey 
failed to follow mandated and established policy regarding use of force reporting. Personnel 
who act in this fashion erode the public's trust and expose the Department to unnecessary 
civil liability. 


During the administrative investigation, Subject Betkey's repeated attempt to disassociate 
himself from the force incident by asserting a lack of recollection notwithstanding his 
opportunity to view video of the incident is disconcerting. Subject Betkey's lack of integrity 
exhibited in this case is unacceptable and falls well below the standard of a sworn member of 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department. 


The reputation of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department is based on the credibility 
and integrity of its employees. Personnel are required by Department policy to be truthful 
and candid during administrative investigations at all times. These traits are critical to 
earning the public's confidence and trust. Misconduct that calls into question an employee's 
honesty and/or integrity could compromise a criminal prosecution in which the employee was 
involved and could expose the employee to being impeached if called to testify in the criminal 
trial. 


Subject Betkey's ability to testify in court has been compromised because he has been found 
to have made false statements during an internal investigation. Therefore, Subject Betkey's 
conduct in this case has resulted in the determination that he is no longer suitable for 
employment as a deputy sheriff, because the ability to testify in court is an essential job 
function. 
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Intent, Truthfulness and Acceptance of Responsibility: 


During the administrative investigation, the veracity of Subject Betkey's repeated assertion 
that he had no recollection of any facts related to the force incident, even after being shown 
video footage depicting the incident, indicated he was being less than truthful. Subject 
Betkey's lack of candor was exacerbated by the fact he refused to affirmatively identify 
himself in the video footage. He continued to lie even after being provided a second 
opportunity to tell the truth and after being shown enhanced CCTV footage. 


A reasonable person under most circumstances would have recognized them self on video 
based on the quality of the footage that was provided for review. During this investigation, 


while reviewing the video footage of the force incident, several deputies and supervisors 
readily recognized and identified Subject Betkey. 


Degree of Culpability: 


Subject Betkey is solely responsible for his conduct

Subject Betkey has no previous administrative investigations.

Deputy Matthew Shin and Lakewood Station Deputy Christopher Hornback stood near 
the Booking Front desk and saw Inmate escorted into the hallway by two Los 
Angeles Police Department officers. They walked toward the approaching officers to 
assist. Deputy Hornback drew his Taser and asked what was happening. He believed 
the presence of additional personnel and the Taser would deescalate the situation. 
Inmate {pit at Deputy Hornback as he (Hornback) approached. 


Deputy Shin believed the officers were able to control Inma The officers did 
not request any assistance, but he intended to grab Inmate shoulders to help 
control and calm him. Deputy Shin did not complete his intended course of action 
because Subjec walked past him when he was approximately five to seven feet 
from Inmate} 


Subjectiin Deputy Carlos Delgado Lopez searched two inmates across the hall 


e Booking Front desk. They heard the commotion as the officers and Inmate 
pproached. Subject isked Deputy Delgado Lopez to complete the 
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search and walked toward the roaching SSS who were behind Deputies 
Hornback and Shin. Subject aw inmate lll hrust his body from side to side 
and believed MAN terete to escape the officer's grasp. He did not request 
a sergeant to respond. 


Subject Betkey and Deputies Anchondo, Miller, and Morejon walked from behind the 


desk at Booking Front. Deputy Anchondo walked toward Inmate land the officers 
while he broadcast a request for a sergeant to respond regarding a г ürant inmate. 
This request was broadcast just after Subject ontacted Inmate 


Inmac M RM Noi in the direction of Officer 20 Deputy Hornback as S 
approached. Subje, alked past Deputy Shin and grabbed Inmate 


by the shoulders. Inmat diately kicked Subject in the left shin, and 


Subject ipunched Inmate| in the face to deter further attack. Subject 
punched Inmate| n the face a si ime to prevent Inmate — om spitting 
on him. Subject grabbed Inmate| by the shoulders and swung him to the 


ground, face down. 


Subject ISR nd Deputies Shin and Delgado Lopez held Inmate n the ground 
as he attempted to spit, kick and rise from the ground. Inmate аз wearing a 
hospital gown, which was open to the rear, and told the deputies, in Spanish, he 
intended to defecate on them. He clinched his buttocks a; empted to follow 
through on the threat. A spit mask was placed on vrac and he was placed 
into a safety chair for transport to the Clinic after the arrival of Sergeants Crooks and 
Nobles.

The case was 
Submitted to the Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District 
Attorney's Office for filing consideration.

Subject Betkey has been a deputy for the 
Sheriffs Department since 2009 and is currently assigned to Inmate Reception Center. 


Subject Betkey did not re r any incident which occurred on June 6, 2014, or any 
incident involving Inmate He did not author any supplementary report and did 
not recall any conversations with a sergeant or other Department personnel regarding 
an incident which occurred on that date. 


Subject Betkey confirmed he was assigned to Booking Front per the in-service dated 
June 6, 2014. He identified a person he felt might be Deputy Anchondo in the 
surveillance video based on his build, but he was not certain. He was not able to 
identify himself or any other person on the video. 


Subject Betkey acknowledged he understood his duty to report any use of force he 
witnessed to a supervisor.
